Publicity Bureaus of Railroad Companies and of Employes’ Brother-
hoods Submit Further Statements on
the Wage Question

STATEMENT LY RAILROADS

Chieago, Aprit & The Executlve
Committes of the Association of
Western allways has issued the fol

owing statement
The total namber of engineera,
firemen, conductors  and trninmen

employed by  the rallroads of the
TTnited States inowreased from 254,000
in 1904 1o 309,000 in 1214, The in-
ervase in 10 years in the number of
men emploved was 21 per cont

The total wages pald engineers,
Rretien, conductors and trainmen in
ereased from $229.000,000 in 1904
to §587.510,000 in 1914, The wage
increase in 10 yoars was 69 per cent,
or over three times as great as the
percentage of Inerease in the number
of employees,

The 300,008 saginemen and train-
men are now demanding an addition-
al wage Increase of 26 per cent, or
$100,000,000 a year,

These employess have vested in
the officers of Lhair various organiza-
tlone the right to act for them in con-
ducting negotiations with the rall-
way managers. 1f these ofMiciala re-
fuse to arbitrate the wage contro-
versy their only alternative will be
1o ngk for a strike vote; and a sirike
would tie up atl the rallroads of the
eountry and stop the movement of
all traflie,

Perhaps the firat question the gen
eral public would ask In this crisls is,
“Are the engineors, firemen, conduct-
ers and trainmea being fairly treat-
ed by the rallroads, as compared with
ether employeest?"

The four classes named not only
get the biggeét wages pald by the
rallways, but they have recelved in
the past 10 years, a higher rate of
merease in wages than other classes
of employees, Furthermore, it ex-
eovdg the rate of increase in pay of
general and other rallway officinls in
the past decade

A8 indicating the progressive in-
ereases In wages received by these
employees in recent years, the fol-
jowing statistics published by the In-
terstnte Commerce Commisgion,
showling the average annual compen-
sation of engineers, firemen, conduc-
sors and tralnmen in 1904 and in
1914 as compared with that of other
smployees are Muminating:

STATEMENT 1Y RAILROAD EM.
! PLOYES

Cleveland, Ohlo, March 5—1It has
beon repeatedly aflirmed by railway
officinds that, if the demund by the
Trangportation Brotherhoods for an

elght hour day was granted, it would
coel the roads $100.000 000 annual-
I¥. The four employes’ organiza-
tlons Involved have challenged this
statement, but the officinls have nev-
or yet presented any detalled figures
to prove how they arrive at that ex-
act sum, They simply make it one
hundred milllon and let It go at that

An evidence of the faet that rail-
way officials know It would not mean
any considerable Increase of wages
to the men, the Missourl, Kansag &
Texas Railway Company, in a letter
addressed to its trainmen, engine-
men, yardmen and hostlers, slgned
by W. A. Webb, chief operating of-
fleer, stites

“The feature of payment of time
and one-half for overtime would
cause the rallronds to avold all ov-
ertime payment possible.  Our over-
time new amounts to more than sev-
en per cent of the total wages of
train and enginemen, consequently
the averange pay of employes in that
gervice 18 107 per cent of what it
woilld bhe were no overtime earned.
It s true you would earn a minimum
day's pay In some instances In  two
hours' less time, than at present, but
the likelihood of your earning in ex-
cess of u minimum day's pay would
be remote.””

The contention In favor of an elzht
hour day has all along been that if a
penalty was fixed on the use of over-
time the raflroads would see to it
that there would be little or no over-
Lt

The raullrond officials also contend
that it would be lmpossible (o reduce
the runnipng time so that a division
would be covered in elght hours.

During the recent arbitration case
between Western Rallroads and thelr
engineers and firemen, the rallroads
pregented elaborate  exhibits which
showed that the average time of 78
per cent of through or irregular
frelght service on all rallroads west
of the Mississippl river in October,
1913, between terminals 112 miles
apart was 8 hours and 24 minutes.
Transportation employes, therefore,
in almost four-fifths of the through
or irregular freight service in  the
West, which constitute about three-
fifths of all freight train mileage, do
produce their 100 miles, the stand-
ard for a day's pay, within 7 hours
and 30 minutes. It would follow,
according 1o these gworn statements
of the rallroads, that on s'zhily less
than half of the frelght traflic of the
Waest the adoption of the elght-hour
day would reguire no additional la-
bor outlay. Additional outlay would
prabably be necessary for the adop-
tion of an elght-hour day on only
one-fifth of the through frelght serv-
in the West No overtime nt an
advance of 50 per cent over regular
rautes, however, would be paid, as the
truflic would probably be Over
the heavy divisions in lHghter trains
al o speed of 12% miles an hour
'nder any change in operuting con-
ditions which might oceur, the In-
croase In the total pay roll of the
woesgtern  radlronds  would  be very
suaall

These sworn statements prove the
insincerity of the tgures now being
tsed by the rallroad officials in an at-
tempt to prejudice the pukblic against
the fair and reasonable demand for
an eight-hour day for train serviee
employes

In their statements issued to the
public the rallways give 4 list of a
dozen or 80 engineers and conductors
who receive funcy pay These men.
by reason of certain cholee limited
passenger runs, are held up as ex-
aluples of what train gserviee men re-
CeIve The publie is led 1o believe
that the pay received by these few
men is indicative of the pay of the

From the above report of the Unit-
ed States Interstate Commerce Com-
mission it is plain that rallroad pay-
rolls do not always show what the
officials actunlly reeceive. There is
no question as to the railroads’ abil-
ity to meet the demands for an eight-
hour day if the funds which in the
past have heen diverted from their
proper uses, are allowed to remain in
the treasuries of the railroads
